America considered the question: What 
the danger Catholic student’s faith 
the campus non-Catholic school?

But perhaps the key question both 
cases is: Why are Catholics attending non-

found the attitude Catholic par- 
ents toward Catholic education. 

“We not want our children grow 
with ghetto mentality.” This was the 
reason recently given well-known 
Catholic writer for sending his children, 
great expense and inconvenience, non- 
Catholic school. despite the fact that 
modern Catholic institution, staffed 
eminently well-qualified group religious, 
was situated nearby. His statement, how- 
ever, implies inexcusable misconception 
the nature and objectives Catholic 
education, misconceptions that are all too 
prevalent among many modern, 
Catholic parents. 

Obviously, there are many reasons why 
Catholic parents not send their children 
Catholic schools. Some parents are un- 
able meet the financial requirements. 
Others. with frankly utilitarian outlook, 
see certain social advantages prestige 
values the non-Catholic school. the 
first case. the situation unfortunate; and 
their problem will not solved, perhaps, 
until endowments bring the cost Catho- 
lic education within reach every Catholic 
family. The latter cases are still more un- 
fortunate, since they reflect, best, shal- 
low thinking worst, weak faith 
warped philosophy life.

They are proud their 
progressiveness which they identify with 
ultra-tolerant attitude toward everything 
from manners morals; tolerance more 
suitable seventeenth-century uniformi- 
tarian than modern Catholic. Yet they 
are times. the price they pay 
educate their children this same 
unfenced the “ghetto mentality.” 

But. tragically today when toler- 
ance when “being broad- 
minded” social virtue, and when the 
principle right-you-are-if-you-think-you-are 
excuses tampering with truth, there 
danger that truth itself will completely 
lost the shuffle moral and intellectual 
relativism. 

Essentially the question the kind 
education should give our children 
part that larger problem, much dis- 
cussed these days political well 
academic circles: What should the rela- 
tionship between one’s individual freedom 
and his commitment the truth. 

Granted. private universities do, Dr. 
Thomas Neill has said recently (“The 
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Social 


Function 
Thought, Summer, 1957), have more 
specific commitment the truth than 
certain articles faith, for example, 
certain definition man’s purpose and 
student recognition man’s true nature 
and purpose life considered equiv- 
alent inculcating ghetto mentality? 
Catholic educator would defend the 
proposition that once the Catholic student 
has been taught certain fundamental truths 
upon which his education solidly based 
has magically encompassed truth. 
not, certainly, encouraged close his 
mind, because has been provided with 
viewpoint. 

ghetto mentality should character- 
ized darkness, narrowness, and capacity 
for seeing only with distortion beyond 
confining limits. But Catholic principles 
merely provide the student with light 
see more clearly and evaluate what 
sees more accurately. 


Bread Poison 

“On the other hand,” protests the pro- 
ponent state education, “in non- 
Catholic school the student will exposed 
all sides question and, having exam- 
ined many lights and weighed his 
findings, will arrive unbiased answer.” 
Such objection naive, well 
dangerous; for the very concept educa- 
tion one leading. seems highly 
important, therefore, that should know 
who leading our students and toward 
what. That teacher non-Catholic 
school does not insure that his teaching 
will unbiased nor, even is, that 
the student’s choices will wise. Wisdom. 
after all, the student’s goal, not his

qualification for beginning his studies. 

Perhaps, allowing him choose his own 
poison may considered laudable objec- 
tive some circles, but Catholic 
philosophy education considered 
more profitable teach him recognize 
poison for what and reject it. 
Mere ability choose between good and 
evil, Thomas Merton says Seeds 
Contemplation, “the lowest limit free- 
dom and the only thing that free about 
the fact that can still choose 
good.” the Catholic university the stu- 
dent not blinded alternatives, rather 
guided his choice the good. 


Students Not Scholars 


Students are not notorious for impec- 
cable taste nor infallible judgment. 
suggest that they exposed error and 
truth and left choose between them 
the alternatives candy and milk 
child and then allow him draw 
his own diet. For example, expose our 
untrained youth without some guide 
subtle masterpiece that has, the history 
ideas, been successful diverting whole 
masses intelligent men into error 
expect him performance intellect 
that considerably beyond his capacity 
unformed and uninformed student. 

Nevertheless, Catholic school does not 
forever feed intellectual pabulum its 
students nor does gloss over the con- 
troversial idea heretical book, but there 
must order the students’ diet 
they are not develop spiritual intel- 
lectual ulcers. The Catholic university, 
moreover, has nothing fear from truth 
nor has ever given evidence that 
afraid presenting the facts. This shib- 
boleth should re-examined.

Christian philosophy education, 
man, the image God, but fallen from 
grace and redeemed Christ, endeavors 
reintegrate his personality.

Catholic philosophy education 
essentially realistic, based first upon the 
assumption that there such thing 
knowable truth. This truth, course, can 
had only, Robert Slavin says 
his essay “The Thomistic Concept Edu- 
cation” (Essays Thomism, Sheed and 
Ward, 1942), “by the constant, persistent 
labor the human mind making ob- 
jective trek into the world reality.” 


Body, Mind, Soul 
But, beyond the development 
ural faculties, the Catholic student 
Catholic school drawn perfect the 
moral virtues. feed the body and starve 
the soul create monster; develop 


the intellectual virtues and ignore the moral 
virtues again create monster. Pius 
XI, the great encyclical letter The 
Christian Education Youth, suggests 
the Catholic balance true education: 

“The true Christian does not renounce 
the activities this life, does not 
stunt his natural faculties; but develops 
them and perfects them, co-ordinating 
them with the supernatural. thus en- 
nobles what merely natural life and 
secures for new strength the ma- 
terial and temporal order, less than 
the spiritual and eternal.” 

The ghetto label has been for too long 
facilely pasted Catholic education and 
for too long, passively and 
long-suffering, been accepted Catho- 
lic educators. Perhaps time rebut 
the charge, only defense many 
our lost Catholic students, and apply 
the label rather system education 
which narrowly and mistakenly considers 
education the light the inconstant 
moon and not that the eternal son. 

More than hundred years ago New- 
man his University pointed 
out that the liberal knowledge the hu- 
manist concurs with Christianity cer- 
tain way and then diverges from and, 
consequently, sometimes its serv- 
iceable ally, sometimes, from its very re- 
semblance it, insidious and dangerous 
foe.” concludes that “If the Catholic 
Faith true, University cannot exist 
externally the Catholic pale, for can- 
not teach Universal Knowledge does 
not teach Catholic theology.” 

Newman right, would seem that 
only Catholic university can student 
hope find philosophy education that 
will result his attaining the breadth 
outlook that develops truly liberal thinking 
and that precludes the narrowness 
ghetto mentality. 

Catholic parents believe that the 
Catholic Faith true, they will realize 
that revelation must play its part the 
student’s progress toward truth. merely 
philosophical theory life and conduct 
cannot take the place vision life 
that takes revelation into account. 

When the Holy Father places our chief 
hope the schools Christian culture, 
old and new, where such school assigns 
“in its zeal for truth the correct place 
its program natural science and meta- 
physics, mind and heart, past and present, 
reason and revelation” (Pius XII, Educa- 
tion and Naturalism) —at such time, 
would well re-evaluate the clichés 
concerning ghetto education, well our 
own thinking the kind education 
desire for our children and, hence, the 
type university which send them.

Sister Theresa Brentano, O.S.B.. pro- 
fessor English Mt. St. Scholastica 
College, Kans., seeking ways and 
means dealing with teacher shortage 
and overcrowded classrooms, has devised 
tape teaching technique that may revolu- 
tionize classrooms. The story Sister 
Theresa’s method and its development 
outlined brochure issued from the 
New York offices Chas.

Sister Theresa says discussing her 
techniques 

“With the advent tape teaching 
three-level plan instruction, educators 
find solution for their insistent need 
differentiated curriculum adapted di- 
verse abilities. Through simultaneous indi- 
vidualized tape teaching, the fast-learning 
students may advance the extent 
their abilities. the same time the whole 
student group may learn live together 
studying the same school and with 
companions their own age.” 


The Technique 

This technique uses tape-recorded 
basic part the regular procedure. 

The 
desk equipped with panel for broad- 
casting three four separate recordings 
phones which each one may listen 
the recording his particular level.

she proceeded project the film- 
strip Sinner Who Was Sorry,” she told 
the story Mary Magdalene 
estingly that children listened with 
rapt attention. result, they were 
ready answer her developmental ques- 
tions such as: Mary Magdalene 
sorry? How did she express her sorrow? 
What another word for sorrow? (con- 
trition). Then using the pocket chart 
which she placed the words, she led the 
class differentiate between perfect and 
imperfect contrition. clarify these un- 
derstandings, she showed series slides 
depicting situations involving children who 
had done something wrong. For example, 
the first these pictured young girl who 
through disobedience had broken her moth- 
er’s choice vase. The children discussed 
the motives which would determine whether 
the girl’s contrition was perfect imper- 
fect. Similarly, Sister encouraged class dis- 
cussion clarify the meanings the 
other difficult concepts pertinent con- 
trition.

We, therefore, 
have right expect from the teacher 
high degree teaching excellence which 
incidentally can save the classroom teach- 
er’s precious time for more important in- 
structional tasks. 

Another signal advantage such 
lessons pertains in-service education 
teachers. Doctors observing eminent 
surgeon performs difficult opera- 
tion are grateful for this rare opportunity 
improve their own professional skill and 
knowledge. Similarly, teachers intelligently 
viewing excellent lessons have 
unique opportunity improve their own 
instructional skills. Besides, many teachers 
have indicated that well-presented 
lessons serve stimulating refresher 
course for them subject matter. 

The uninterrupted, well-organized 
minute lesson seems make strong in- 
tellectual impact upon students and acts 
inspirational springboard into vital 
class discussion well further study 
and experimentation. Students all ability 
levels appeared have profited greatly 
from these physics lessons. 
although the lessons were pitched 
rather high academic level, control groups 
slow learners gave evidence satis- 
factory mastery the content presented. 

The phenomenal growth popularity 
the physics course was attested the 
increasing number teachers voluntarily 
using the program. This year popular 
demand, WQED repeating the course, 
now film, twice daily. 

Furthermore, schools which lack ade- 
quate laboratory facilities qualified 
teachers are now able use these films 
give students thorough course physics. 

Interestingly enough, the old fear about 
supplanting the teacher seems 
vanishing. Class discussion, homework as- 
signments, and testing are all carried 
the classroom teacher whose responsi- 
bility guide students their own 
individual efforts extract maximum 
value from their course physics. 

Today is, indeed, electronic age, and 
behooves all watch closely and 
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evaluate carefully the development new 
instructional media which are evolving. 
all these, the most spectacular 
and widespread. Many schools 
versities are making rapid strides har- 
nessing this potential giant for wide dis- 
semination effective education. Along 
this line, the Holy Father’s September, 
1957, encyclical, Miranda Prorsus Mo- 
tion Pictures, Radio, and Television 
challenging “required” reading for all 
us. For example, item 236, page 35, His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII referring 
interjects this plea: 

“We .paternally exhort Catholics well 
qualified their learning, sound doctrine, 
and knowledge the par- 
ticular clerics and members religious 
orders and turn their 
attention this new art and give their 
active co-operation, that whatever bene- 
fits the past and true progress have con- 
tributed the mind’s development may 
also employed full measure the 
advantage television.”

There are parochial school buildings, 
even new ones, standing idle because 
there are Sisters staff them.

The Keynote Address

The Parents’ Right Education

The man, formed 
and developed according the designs his 
Creator prior the citizen, the member 
sional man. This not say that should 
ignore the importance vocational pro- 
fessional education—on the contrary, these 
should zealously cultivated.

“The family imperfect society. 
does not contain within itself all that its

Parent-School Relation: 
Lawyer’s View 


“One the most serious difficulties con- 
fronting contemporary educators the mis- 
understanding and mistrust which frequently 
arise different communities between parents, 
church-controlled schools, and public, gov- 
ernment-controlled school systems. Here com- 
munication often breaks down, the great 
detriment the child, who, grows up, 
must take responsible place the com- 
munity, less than the family and the 
Church. Leadership pointing out solu- 
tion the difficulty has not been lacking. 
Fifteen years ago Pope Pius XII said, 

who would have the star peace 
shine out should take care above all that 
the bond trust and mutual help should 
re-established between the family 
school, that bond which other times gave 
such happy results, but which now has been 
replaced mistrust where the school, in- 
fluenced and controlled the spirit ma- 
terialism, corrupts and destroys what the 
parents have instilled into the minds the 
children.’ 

“For the government’s part, the United States 
Supreme Court has taken the parents’ side, not 
only supporting private schools against 
proposed state monopoly education 
Oregon, but also the flag salute cases, the 
New York released time case, and even 
the much criticized McCollum decision, in- 
validating law concerning religious 
instruction under public school administra- 
tion. Confronted with mixed community 
life, where parents with all kinds prefer- 
ences and beliefs spiritual well

education, for even after century and 
more experimenting, the problem char- 
acter education the common school 
more defiant solution than ever—is 
fact insoluble. 


The Idea One Common School 


“Often enough criticism the moral short- 
comings the public school its alleged 
godlessness fail consider the central prob- 
lem: the limitations inherent the idea 
one common school serving pluralistic so- 
ciety. The coexistence within the same society 
groups holding fundamental differences re- 
garding the nature and destiny man makes 
for impasse the approach the moral 
side education. For the final analysis 
moral and spiritual values are based upon 
what men hold ultimate supreme 
sense ‘religion.’ Obviously only 
ideal society, wherein men agree freely and 
completely about ultimate values that there 
can common approach the moral 
side education.” 

Father McCluskey then discusses the 
proposal which the American Council 
Education the report Religion the 
Public Schools had indicated would result 
not solution the sectarian problem 
but the addition new sect, ‘the 
public school namely, common 
denominator religion. 


The Common Denominator Approach 


“One solution the problem religion 
the public school that those well-in- 
tentioned people who argue that there are 
certain commonly held essential truths 
religion, such the being God, the revela- 
tion God’s will the Bible, etc. These 
truths, they consider, are desired all God- 
fearing men and women part public 
school instruction and training. But this solu- 
tion amounts only the setting 
new religious sect, and adding one more 
the many denominations Christianity. 

“There such thing undenomina- 
tional religion. Even the doctrine the 
existence God implies specific conception 
Him, and the conception the divine 
varies from that the finite deities 
animism the infinite diety Eastern Asia 
and the Old Testament. varies from the 
pantheistic Brahman, whose concept that 
negation all attributes, the Jehovah- 
God the Bible, who self-determined and 
personal but entirely above nature. Mere 
deism opposed every Christian creed. 
When come teaching live religion 
the public schools see that must take 
denominational form and, moreover, must 
derive its validity from some authority. 

“Advocates this ‘common-denominator’ 
approach, moreover, are continually frustrated 
the courts which are under the necessity 
defending the religious freedom and the 
rights conscience all citizens the State’s 
common schools. Nearly all state constitutions 
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forbid the teaching any doctrine favorable 
single sect distinctive any religious 
group. This renders impossible legally 
keep religion the schools. For this means 
anything, means that there not single 
religious belief moral practice one group 
society which could not challenged 
law another group. If, for example, Sect 
believes Triune God, the contradictory 
belief Sect ‘B’ (which does not) must cancel 
out belief Triune God. Similarly with 
other religious propositions such the resur- 
rection and miracles Jesus Christ, the nature 
the Church, the eternity and transcendence 
God, the existence divinely appointed 
sanctions.” 


Interdenominationalism 


Closely related this the explanation 
the problem interdenomenational re- 
ligion which Will Herberg has raised from 
the Jewish angle. 

“What have come known popularly 
the three great American faiths are not 
simply variations one basic theistic philoso- 
phy. The prophetic and individualistic genius 
Protestantism runs athwart the authorita- 
tive and institutional, character Catholicism, 
while the ritualistic and communal spirit 
Judaism sets apart from either Catholic 
Protestant Christianity. there some theo- 
retical common denominator among these three 
faiths which the public school might present 
basis for common value philosophy, 
not universally acknowledged.”

Yet the public school, 
Catholic analysis, gives equivalent denial 
the question actually taking another 
starting point and aiming another goal. 
What worse, default the public school 
facilitates the entry religion democracy 
cult society into the vacuum. 

“The 1951 document ‘Moral and Spiritual 
Values the Public School’ prepared the 
Educational Policies Commission the NEA 
lists only sanctions the natural order, and 
warns that religious sanctions ‘may not 
explicitly invoked the public school class- 
room’ (p. 19). Once more, from Catholic 
point view, this attempt compromise 


neutrality puts the public school the side 
the ethical scientists, the scientific human- 
ists, the naturalists and all those who reject 
traditional religion. Because sanctions are lim- 
ited the secular order and cannot normally 
related religious values, natural super- 
natural, character education 
schools necessarily circumscribed the 
purely secular order.”

Mathematics and Science 


The entire afternoon high school meeting 
was given addresses two dynamic 
educators, mathematician and scien- 
tist.
